TLONDON—A ship-to-shore air mail 
service cutting down the time required 
to move mail from Great Britain to 
Canada and vice versa to 4% days 
will be in force this summer on Ca- 
nadian Pacific Steamship lines. Such 
a service was temporarily in effect 
during the Imperial Economic Confer- 
ence of 1932. Great Britain, Canada 
and Newfoundland will collaborate to 
establish and maintain the service on 
a regular basis, it was reported.

EDMONTON — Establishment of a 
provincial bureau of trades and indus- 
try, to added to government ser- 
vices already effective, was announced 
last week by Premier J.E. 
who has introduced a_ bill 
Legislature, 

Opinion among members, who hailed 
the premier’s announement with gen- 
eral rejoicing, was that the bureau 
would be linked up in some way with 
the trade commissioner's activities, It 
is expected that particular attention 
will be paid by the coal 
mining as this has now the 
point of being the second largest in- 
dustry in the province.

WHAT ABOUT SOGIAL 
CREDIT, CANADA

Author's note: We are aware that 
Canadian banks do not lend on real 
estate but we used the term “house” 
in order to simplify the illustration. 


The same effect results from the con-

It should always be corrected 
as soon as dicovered, if for no other 
reason, to prevent furtaer increase of 
the trouble. Excessive close work, 
especially if done under improper 
lighting conditions, is the principal 
cause of producing and increasing 
Myopia. Such people are usually in- 
tolerant of strong light. Being a 
“weak eye” ‘such symptoms as eas:ly 
tired and watery eyes often accom- 
pany this condition. Frowning or 
knitting the brows to obtain better 
vision is very characteristic of 
Myopia. 

As I said in explaining Hyperopia 
that it is the commonest cause of a 
child’s eye turning in (crossed)

grow worse and become a progres- 
sive condition and from that it is 
only a step to the ‘malignant’ type 
when the ruin of the Ocular system 
is usually a matter of time. If a 
normal depth eyeball of one inch 
were elongated, as in Myopia, one 
twenty-fifth of an inch, the vision

| out the earth.’ Tae Smithsonian In- 
stitution calculates that the heat 
generated by the sun is equal to that 
| which would be produced by burning 
400,000,000,000,000,000,000,000 tons of 
anthracite coal a year.
